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Traffic Crash Facts

There were 19,351 reportable traffic crashes of which 133 were fatal,
5,472 were personal injury, and 13,746 were property damage crashes.

A traffic crash was reported every 27 minutes.
In 133 fatal crashes, 147 persons were killed.

Twenty-six (18%; of the persons killed in Delaware in 2006
were minors {less than 21 years old).

One person was killed every 60 hours as a result of traffic crashes.
There were 8,145 persons injured in Delaware crashes.

One person was injured every 85 minutes in traffic crashes.

For each person killed, there were 55 injured.

One out of every 24 licensed drivers in Delaware was a driver
in & traffic crash.

Alcohol was involved in 37% of the fatal crashes.

Of all the drivers killed in fatal crashes, 48% of them were under the
influence of drugs and / or alcohol.

The number of pedestrians killed in traffic crashes in 2006
was 27, up from 10 in 2005.

For each pedestrian killed, there were 10 injured.

e The number of bicyclists killed in traffic crashes in 2006
was 4; in 2005, there were 2 bicyclists Killed.

Theare were 119 bicyelists injured in 2008.

Children under 15 years of age accounted for 28% of the bicyclists'
injuries.

There were 12 motorcychists killed of which 4 were wearing a helmet.

Of the 104 occupantis killed in traffic crashes in 2006,
only 50 were using occupant restraints,

Of the 1,035 occupants killed in traffic crashes in the last ten years,
only 40% were using otcupant restraints.
